Mr. and Mrs. J. Detrafford Blackstone 
Remarrfed After Many Years’

Norwich, Conn., March 11.—[{Special.]— 
After living apart for more than fifteen 
years Mr. and Mrs. J. Detrafford Black- 
stone.of this city were remarried ten days 
ago in Philadelphia and are now spending 
their second honeymoon in the fine old 
Blackstone mansion in Norwich, where they 
spent their first a score of years ago. 

A little more than twenty years ago W. 
J. Florence was delighting theater-goers all 
over the country with his production of

Off the stage the young woman’s name was 
Miss Sarah Whittaker and her home was 
in Nova Scotia. J. Detrafford Blackstone, 
a member of one of the oldest and wealthiest 
families in Connecticut, whose father was 
owner of the Blackstone mills in Norwich 
fell in love with Miss Whittaker and mar- 
ried her. A son was born and there was noth- 
ing to Indicate that the life of the couple 
was not entirely hapfy. 

Five years after the marriage rumors of 
disagreements between Mr. and Mrs. Black- 
stone were circulated in Norwich, and the 
rumors were confirmed when Mrs. Black- 
stone obtained a divorce. There was nota 
word of scandal connected with the affair. 
Incompatibility of temper was given as the 
reason. 

Mrs. Blackstone, instead of returning to 


the stage, went abroad and studied art. ° 


Her pictures, exhibited from time to time in 
Paris, have won favorable mention of well- 
known art critics. ' 

During the years since her separation from 
her husband Mrs. Blackstone has spent most 
of her time abroad, but she has made it a 
rule to visit America at least once a year to 
see her son.

BURGLARS GET $1,000 IN TWO HAULS 


Residents Around Jackson Boulevard 
and Western Avenue Think Their 
Section a Bold Band’s Prey. 


Two recent and successful burglaries in 


. quick succession, together with earlier dep- 


redations, have impressed upon residents in 
the vicinity of Jackson boulevard and West- 
ern avenue that their neighborhood is the 
peculiar prey of a gang of daring burglars.

Upon gaining an 
entrance to the kitchen the burglars used a 
hatchet on the dining-room door. The resi- 
dence was ransacked and $200 worth of jew- 
elry was obtained.

FIRST SMALLPOX CASE FOR A YEAR. 


Charlies Griffin, Colored, Removed 
from No. 83 Thirteenth Street 
to the New Hospital. 


The new Isolation Hospital at Thirty-fifth 
street and Lawndale avenue, completed sev- 
eral months ago at a cost of more than 
$100,000, received its first smalipox patient 
shortly after midnight last night. The pa- 
tient is Charles Griffin, colored, living at No. 
83 Thirteenth street. 

GriffiD not only bears the distinction of 
being the first smallpox patient to be cared 
for in the new institution, but he is also the 
first person to be stricken with the disease in 
Chicago for more than a year. 

The disease was contracted by Griffin dur- 
ing a trip through Mexico as a Pullman car 
porter. He arrived in Chicago on Saturday. 

His condition, however, was not considered 
serious until yesterday afternoon, when a 
physician was called, who pronounced it 
smallpox. 

A police guard was kept over the premises 
during the night, and this morning all the 
inmates will be vaccinated and the building 
thoroughly fumigated. 

When Griffin was removed from the house 
he was able to walk to the ambulance, and 
the physician said the case was not a sericus 
one and the patient would doubtless recover.

Four bombs of mysterious design and 
composition were found yesterday on the 
back steps of four South Side residences, 
and Lieut. Bonfield of the Stanton Avenue 
Police Station is puzzling his head as to 
whether he has to deal with a “ crank ”’ 
or some person with a real criminal intent. 
The bombs were tirnéed over to the police, 
who carefully experimented with them. 


They were found to be dangerous only under . 


special conditions and when properly con- 
nected with an electrical battery.

WILLIAMS SWINGS H 


HAMMOND MAN RESISTS ARREST 
AFTER MARY SWAIN’S DEATH. 


He Tries to Brain Chief of Police Malo 
When the Official Breaks Down His 
Door—Then He Begs for Incarcera- 
tion, Fearing Mob Violence—His 
Niece Makes an Ante-Mortem State- 
ment to Women Who Complain to 
the Authorities—Jail Guarded. 


Nelson Williams is locked in the Ham- 
mond, Ind., police station under suspicion 
of having killed his niece, Mary Swain, who 
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CHICAGO POLICEMAN—“WHO SAID BURGLARS?>” 
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caffed to urge upon the United States Senate 
the ratification of the arbitration treaty with 
England. 

Bishop Potter, Seth. Low, Charles 8. Fair- 
child, Samuel Gompers, Mayor Strong, and 
others eminent in varidus walks of life had 
made fervent speches in favor of the treaty, 
and the meeting bid fair to earn a place in 
‘history as a remarkable demonstration in 
favor of the peace of the world when Civil 
Justice: Wauhope Lynn turned it into an 
equally.remarkable demonstration of an- 
other kind by presenting a set of carefully 
worded amendments, making an inflamma- 
tory speech against England, and arousing 
nearly half of an audience that had assem- 
bled for peace into an emotional fervor that 
led them to clamor for war. 


Cry Down with England. 

‘Down with England! Three cheers for 
war!’ were some of the frantic shouts that 
punctuated Justice Lynn’s address. 

Bishop Potter had left the bullding a few 
minutes before, after delivering a charac- 
teristically charming speech—all in favor of 
arbitration. He will be a surprised man to- 
morrow when he reads how the meeting 
broke up in a tumult. 

For a time it appeared as if the police 
would have to interfere to restore order. 
Although the excitement was great, the 
meeting concluded without any serious dis- 
turbances 

The trouble started when Judge Lynn of- 
fered his amendment denouncing the reso- 
lutions favoring arbitration. President Seth 
Low refused to put Judge Lynn’s amend- 
ment to the meeting, and on a vote being 
taken on the resolutions, although declared 
carried, they were really voted dowm 

The arbifration resolutions, which were 
read by Charles 8. Fairchild, ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury, conclude as follows: 

‘Resolved, That in accord with our 
fellow-citizens throughout the land, we re- 
spectfully petition our national Senate for 
the ratification of the treaty as signed by 
the representatives of the high contracting 
parties. 

** Resolved, That we heartily concur inthe 
declaration of qur honored Chief Magistrate, 
that ‘the treaty presents to the world the 
glorious example of reason and peace, not 
passion and war, controlling the relations 
between two of the greatest nations of the 
world—an example certain to be followed 
by others’; and in his further unqualified 
declaration that ‘the importance and moral 
influence of the ratification of such a treaty 
can hardly be overestimated in the cause 
of advancing civilization.’ ”’ 

Bitter Attack on England. 

When President Low had concluded Judge 
Lynn’ asked permission to speak, and 
launched into a bitter attack on England, 
which the audience applauded loudly. 

He said: ‘“‘ Tonight the Greeks are de- 
fending their humble brothers when En- 
gland with arms and guns is forcing that 
unfortunate people into bondage by co- 
ercion under the Turk. [Applause.] We 
are asked to indorse a treaty with a govern- 
ment that has permitted the Armenian to 


be slaughtered by thousands [applause]; a . 


treaty with a country that has broken every 
obligation and violated every pledge of 
honor she ever made.” 

Judge Lynn offered an amendment to the 
resolutions requesting the Senate to reject 
the treaty and declaring: 

*“ We respectfully submit to the Senate of 
the Unite@ States that the recent history 
and the present international relations of 
England justify the belief that she is not 
acting in good faith as a friend of peace, 
but is simply seeking a free hand and 
the moral support of the United States in 
policies and enterprises of which the Ameri- 
can people strongly disapprove—proof of 
which is supplied by the action of her naval 
forces in aiding the Turks against the Chris- 
tian people of Crete and the preparations 
notoriously on foot for a war of subjugation 
against the free Dutch people of South Af- 
rica.”" [Great applause.] 

At the conclusion of Judge Lynn’s speech 
the audience was in a state of great excite- 
ment. Applause and hisses were intermin- 
gled@ with arguments between those in favor 
of arbitration and its opponents, who sat 
side by side on the benches. It was @ tu- 
mult. . Threats, such as “I'll punch your 
nose!’ cguid be heard, and a man occupying 


a front seat stood up and shook his fist at- 


the Justice as he sat in his chair on the edge 
of the platform.

SOLONS TO TAKE IN THE CANAL TODAY 


Big Excursion for an Object Lesson to 
Throw Light on Proposed Legisla-~ 
tion and Points in Dispute. 


The Drainage Trustees and the board’s en- 
gineers end attorneys will escort the mem- 
bers of the State Legislature and representa- 
tives of the Valley Association and the City 
of Joliet in an excursion along the big ditch 
today. They will leave Chicago via the 
Santa Fé at 10 a. m. and will go to Joliet, 
making only three stops, and arriving there 
in time to take dinner at the Monroe House 
at 1:30 p. m. 

The party then will go in carriages to Lock- 
port, four miles away, and examine all there 
is to be seen between Lockport to Adams’ 
Dam, below Joliet. 

The object of this inspection is to determine 
what should be the route and general feat- 
ures of the talil-race which is to be built from 
the controlling works at Lockport down to 
and through Joliet, to carry off the waters 
of the drainage canal without damage to the 
property rights of the people in Joliet and 
the vicinity. Weighty questions are to be 
investigated with regard to the water power 
also. It is understood that if the plans of the 
Drainage Trustees are not fair to the valley 
peopie at this point, their representatives in 
the Legislature will refuse to authorize the 
board to levy the proposed tax on the drain- 
age district, and will secure the passage of 
a bill putting the entire canal interest in the 
hands of State Commissioners. 

The inspection also is preliminary to the 
forthcoming investigation by the Legislature 
of the affairs of the drainage district. 

All the parties will assemble at 8:30 a: m. 
today at the offices of the Drainage Trustees 
in the Rialto Building. After absorbing all 
the information possible from the maps and 
drawings of the engineers they will go in a 
body to the lk Street Depot. The late un- 
happy incident\over the expense of a lunch 
will be avoided this time by the defrayal of 
the expense of this excursion jointly by the 
Drainage Trustees and the City of Joliet.

For the present he will take no startling 
action in any direction unless new contin<- 
gencies arise. 

The Spanish authorities have been given 
to understand beyond all doubt that all rea- 
sonable demands made by Consul-General 
Lee must receive respectful attention. 

Wherever the life or liberty of American 
citizens is at stake he will receive ample 
protection from this government. 

No threats have been made, byt Minister 
de Lome understands thoroughly and haé$ 
informed his government that the United 
States is prepared to send a warship to 
Havana whenever its presence seems neces- 
sary. " | 

For the present the neutrality laws will be 


| enforced, but without any of the unpleas- 


ant detective work which distinguished the 
last administration. President McKinley’s 
subordinates will be made to understand 
that the Cuban sympathizers have as many 
rights under the law as the Spanish Minister 
and his subordinate officials. There will be 
no vindictive prosecution of filibustering, 
but, on the other, hand, no open violations. 
of the law will be permitted. 


More Money Wanted. 

The main policy just at present fs to pro- 
vide more money for the government. It 
is felt that until that is done the United 
States.is not in a positions to undertake new 
obligations. As there is not enough money 
for peace purposes the very beginnings of © 
war evidently would exhaust the Treasury 
in a day. The President is anxious to see 
a strong tariff policy inaugurated if possi- 
ble without any disturbing influences. 

This does not mean that there will be any 
policy of cowardly inaction in regard to 
Cuba. American citizens there will be pro# 
tected at all hazards. In the event of any 
material change regarding the military con< 
ditions in the island a prompt recognition 
of the belligerent rights of the patriots will 
follow. 

It has already been represented to some. 
of the President’s advisers that 


of a satisfactory revenue measure as the 
prospect of warlike difficulty with some 

other country. It is this very political ex-: 
pediency which he desires to avoid. He; 
does not wish the country to think that he 
has created a war feeling for the express 

purpose of helping along the tariff bill. On 

the contrary, he will go out of his way to 

continue peaceful conditions so *that the, 
preparation and passage of the tariff meas- 

ure may be based on prosperous peace lines. 

If it were to be considered as a war measure 

it would have to be revised after the danger 

had passed, and it is the aim of the admin- 

istration to make a tariff bill which will 

last for a number of years and allow tusi- 

ness interests to grow up with an assurance 

of permanency. 


Possible Emergency. 

The one thing looked for which may change 
the present policy is a sudden emergency in 
Cuba. The butchery of a number of pris- 
orers, an insult te Consul-General Lee or 
some of his subordinates, or the evidence of 
any general policy of extermination would 
warrant immediate interference. 

As nearly as it can be expressed, the Cuban 
policy of the administration may be summed 
up in the declaration that the President has 
unbounded sympathy for the Cuban pa- 
triots, that he fully recognizes the popular 
sentiment in this country, and that in case 
of an emergency he will intervene wisely, 
swiftly, and without hesitation. 

The Spanish Government knows this, and 
has already sent orders to Cuba that Amer-. 
ican interests are to be guarded at all haz- 
ards, and that every nerve is to be strained 
to avoid a conflict, for it is known positively 
that the new administration is only waiting 
for the right time and a sufficient excuse tao 
put an end to the war in Cuba.

FRESH NOTE TO GREECE. | 


POWERS INTEND TO CARRY ovUT 
THEIR COERCIVE MEASURES. 


France Is Said to Be the Only One of 
the Six Reluctant to Participate in 
the Blockade, Which Will Be Begun 
by the Other Five if Necessary— 
Matters Have Reached an Impasse 
and Greece Will Be Forced te Sub- 
mit. 


London, March 12.—The correspondent of 
the Associated Press learns from a reliable 
source that the powers afe nearly agreed 
to present a fresh note to Greece, notifying 
her of their intention to carry out the co- 
ercive measures if she still continues ob- 
durate and to enforcea blockade. It fs un- 
derstood that France is the only power re- 
luctant to participate in the blockade, which 
will be begun without her if she declines to 
give her consent. ? 

A dispatch to the London Times from 
Vienna says that the powers have prac- 
tically agreed to blockade Crete in omer to 
compel the retirement of the Greek troops 
from the island. No military operations 
will Be undertatken, yet it is expected that 
the powers will send troops eough to re- 
lteve the foreign marines now in Crete, who 
wil! be needed on board the warships before 
the blockade begins. 

The Rome correspondent of the Standard 
states that Admiral Canevaro, having rep- 
resented the urgency of landing troops to 
suppress disorders in the interior of Crete, a 
Cabinet council has decided to send a body 
of troops there. 


Outline ef Greece’s Conditions. 

The Athens correspondent of the Times, 
outlining the proposals of the powers, learns 
on the highest authority that Greece would 
accept them on condition, first, that the 
Turkish troops are immediately recalled 
from Crete; second, that the Greek forces 
now on the island are plated under the com- 
mand of a military representative of the 
powers, senior in rank to Col. Vassos, for 
the sake of the restoration of order; and 
lastly, that the powers induce Turkey to 
withdraw a portion of her troops from the 
Greek frontier, Greeve doing the same. 

Greece regards the latter condition as most 
urgent, in view of the Met that the excite- 
mentin Thessaly, notonly among the troops, 
but among the armed peasants, has reached 
such a height that a conflict is possible at 
any moment, involving the outbreak of war. 

The Times correspondent thinks that mat-. 
ters have now reached an impasse. It is 
impossible for the powers to go back on, 
their demand that Greece should evacuate 
Crete, while public feeling: in Greece is so 
excited that it is doubtful whether the coun- 
try would even’tolerate the vonverston of 
the Greek army in the island into gendar- 
merie. The Ephimieris warns the govern- 
ment not to be led astray by the idea thatthe 
acute stage of the crisis has passed. The 
article concludes: ‘* The pawers must com- 
pel the withdrayal of the Turkish troops 
from the frontier or the Greek army will 
drive them away. 

War Must Break Uut. 


A dispatch to the Times from Athens says 
that the Prussian Minister to Greece, M. K. 
Onou, will return next week from St. Peters- 
burg disappointed im his representation in 
behalf of Crete. He was coidly received at 
the Russian court. 

The Greek press generally counsels pru- 
dence on the Turkish frontier, where the 
Greek population is defenseless against the 
Turkish troops. Nevertheless, it is the al- 
most universal opinion that war must break 
out, and the War Department is straining 
to the utmost to make provisions of arms 
and outfits for the reserves. Ten thousand 
of these are still unequigpped. From earliest 
dawn to late at night drilling, parades, and 
rifle practice go on unceasingly. The troops 
compare unfavorably in physique with the 
European standard, but they are very quick 
in learning the drill, and make excelicnt 
shots. There is a serious lack of horses and 
forage, but an abundance of arms and am- 
munition. The Gras rifles are equal to the 
Turkish arm for infantry and cavalry 
weapons, but are' inferior to the Turkish 
repeaters. 

Engagement at Selino. 


A dispatch té the Times from Canea says 
that during the embarkation of the refugees 
at Selino a general engagement occurred. 
The ships fired their three-pounders. Com- 
mander Hewitt relieved the marines at the 
outposts, repelling the urgents by volleys 
in extended order. H. M. 8. Camperdown 
has been sent to assist the Italians at Hiera- 

etra. 
The Greek Crown Prince, gays the Times 
correspondent at Athens, will start for La- 
rissa at the beginning of next week with 
a battalion consisting of his own regiment, 
the Seventh Regiment of infantry, and an 
artillery battery. Large consignments of 
clothing are shipped daily from the Pireus 
to Larissa. 

The Italian volunteers at Athens, as a 
protest against the action of the Italian war- 
ship, have torn off the Italian national colors 
and wear the Greek colors only.

I 
myself ordered the recall of the Hydra and 
Miaolus from Cretan waters, because I 
feared our rivals would seize a pretext to 
destroy two of our first-class ships.” 


Refugers Arrive. 

Canea, Island of Crete, March 11.-—Turk- 
ish transports arrived here today having on 
board the refugees from Selino. 

The English Consul, Sir Alfred Billiotti, 
who has returned to Suda Bay, reports that 
the conduct of the Cretan chiefs at Candamo 
was unexceptionable. They did their ut- 
most, even risking their lives, inthe attempt 
to restrain their men, but were unable to 
prevent some firing upon the refugees asthe 
latter were embarking. Asoldier anda civil- 
ian were wounded. The foreign warships 
returned the fire, killing four and wounding 
sixteen insurgents.

‘Yion being on my construction of Rule 12. 
I will say on this point that when men agree 
not to hit in clinches nor on breakaways that 
they invariably and unwittingly, I may say, 
‘break their agreement. This, then, leads to

Carson, Nev., March 11.—[Copyright, 
1897.]—In line with reversing my training 
system, I put inthe entire morning doing the 
hardest kind of work. To begin with I cov- 
ered ten miles on the pike, and stepped it 
off at a good alip, returning to my quarters 
at 10 o’clock. ‘After a thorough rub-down 
I went into the gymnasium, sparred ten 
rounds with the bag; four hard-fought 
rounds with my trainer, and put it on to 
Hickey good and hard.. 

We went at it without throwing away any 
force and finished with something a little 
harder than play. At the conclusion of my 
indoor work I again rubbed down and got 
on my feet, feeling: in magnificent fettle. 
In the afternoon I ran into Carson beside 
my wife’s carriage and returned the same 
way. I want to get myself accustomed to 
the morning work, so that if the fight comes 
off before neon I will be ready for it.

FOR ‘THE AMERICAN CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Corbett and Fitzsimmons Will Not Bat- 
tle for the Pugilistic Suprem- 
acy of the World. 


Both Corbett and Fitzsimmons claim the 
championship.of the world, and the ques- 
tion is now frequently asked: ‘* Who is the 
recognized heavyweight champion of the 
wiorld.’’ 

The New York Journal, in answering the 
question, says: ‘‘ Robert Fitzsimmons.” 

It had been supposed that “‘ Lanky Bob” 
was entitled to be called champion of Ameri- 
ca, but he certainly is not the world’s 
champion, with Peter Jackson still on earth 
and ready to fight. Fitzsimmons won the 
championship of America only from Peter 
Maher, who became champion by reason of 
James J. Corbett retiring from the ring in 
Maher’s favor. 

Reasoning men may dispute any pre 
sumed right of Corbett to -dub Maher 
champion. If he had a championship belt 
the way would have been, upon his retire- 
ment, to hang such up for competition. But 
for argument’s sake Maher became Ameri- 
can champion, and through defeating him 
Fitz succeeded to the title. *Corbett won his 
title from John L. Sullivan, who never was 
champion of any other country than 
America. 

Peter Jackson is the champion of both 
Australia 2nd England, and Sullivan whipped 
no English or Australian champion. Charley 
Mitchell was never champion of England, 
and Peter Jackson won that title by ge- 
feating Jem Smith. 

The fight at Carson City is for the cham- 
pionship of America, and not for the 
world’s championship.

no later-than yesterday had occasion to feel 
the sting of his ill breeding, but who on the 
17th will wipe out both scores and snatch 
the championship from hands that cannot 
defend it. 


Fitz Looks to His Wife. 

“ Corbett has three things to meet next 
Wednesday—the memory of Philadelphia, 
the prison road, and Bob Fitzsimmons, They 
will overcome him.” 

There was a look of flerce determination 
in Fitzsimmons’ face this morning. If he 
ever had the slightest intention of handling 
Jim with care the incidents of yesterday 
have changed his ideas completely. He is 
not the least bit morose or cross over the 
affront. In fact, he presented a superficial 
lightheartedness over the matter, and laughs 
when it is mentioned to him. At times he 
looks up and catches his wife’s eyes, they 
being seldom away from each other. 

** Never mind, Rose,’’ says he, ‘‘ don’t wor- 
ry yourself about me. I have made up my 
mind and nothing can changeit. I willtreat 
that man as he deserves to be treated, worse 
than he has ever treated me. But you can 
rest assured, Rose, that I will do it honora- 
bly, right before his face, in a fair and 
square stand-up fight, and do it like a 
man.”’ 

To all these little promises of revenge and 
to allof his many waysthe woman whom he 
loves better than all the world draws nearer 
to him, rests her hand on his strong arm, 
and gazes at him with an intensity that in- 
dicates the course of her thoughts. 

The principal subject of discussion at 
Camp Corbett was the visit to the prison. 
The sensational aftermath was also talked 
of, but only in whispers, and the whispers 
were confined to Corbett and the newspaper 
men. 

‘Those prehistoric footmarks have im- 
pressed me wonderfully,’ said Jim. ‘‘ My 
mind can hardly grasp the thing. They say 
that the imprints were made thousands of 
years ago, and if the big fellow who walked 
barefooted through the mud was a sample 
of the men they hadin those days what puny 
animals we are.’’ 

**How would you like to tackle a man of 
his dimensions?’ Jim was asked. 

Jim Has a Scientific Bent. 

*“*I wouldn’t mind a crack at him in his 
present condition,’’ replied Jim, with a laugh. 
Continuing he said: ‘‘ I wonder the prison 
authorities or some of those big societies 
that make a specialty of research of that 
kind don’t buy up the whole country around 
there and go on excavating. No one knows 
but they might come across the dead giant’s 
skeleton. They found the elephant’s bones 
and why not the man’s?” 

Jim snickered whenever he referred to his 
meeting Fitzsimmons on the highway. 

“You fellows thought there was danger 
of a scrap,”” he said. *‘ But I think I have 
myself too well under control for anything 
of that kind. I felt atwinge of disgust when 
Fitzsimmons held out his hand to me, but 
even at that I did not say anything very 
bitter to him. I just wanted to impress 
upon him that, after all his vile refererice 
to me in the past, no handshake was possible 
between us but the handshake which pre- 
cedes the fight to the bitter end.”’

He said: “ Jim’s performance this after- 
noon was marvelous. He boxed with those 
big fcllows one after another, and when it 
was all over I declare you could scarcely no- 
tice his chest heaving. Every day that goes 
by makes Billy Delaney and myself feel hap- 

ler, for the possibilities of an accident are 
essened. Only five days of work remain 
for our man, and if nothing occurs between 
now and then I will lahd him in the ring fit 
to fight for his life. He never was better. 
His condition when he fought Sullivan is fot 
to be compared with his present condition.”’ 

At 9 o’clock this morning Corbett put in 
twenty minutes at the wrist machine, and 
at 9:30 he started out on foot for Empire in 
company with Jefferies and Tim Kieling, 
the champion. lightweight wrestler of the 
Pacific coast. This afternoon there was a 
match game of handball at Shaw’s Springs, 
Kieling and Jim playing against Al Hamp- 
don and Joe Corbett. 

Rules Discussed by Fitz. | 
Rules were discussed at Cook’s ranch to- 
day. Siler intended to go out and talk to 
Fitzsimmons or Julian, but Dan Stuart 
thought it wiser and better to have all the 
Giscussion take place at the conference to 
be held between Siler and the representa- 
tives of the fighters and at which Stuart 
would be present., Julian agreed to this, as 
it was what he wanted from the first, and 
the conference will probably be held to- 
morrow. 
Fitzsimmons gave his views, which will 
probably be what will prevail, as he isin no 
mood to have any change made that he does 
not like, nor interpretation used that has 
not been used before. 

“We will fight,’’ he said, ‘‘ under the 
same interpretation of Queensberry rules 
that prevailed when Corbett became cham- 
pion by defeating Sullivan..

I wonder if he ever 
heard of-the fellow that drove with one 
band and hugged his girl with the other.” 
Julian looked up the dictionary today. In 
Webster’s it says in the fourth definition: 
‘To hug, to grip in wrestling of scuffling.”’ 
It also says: ‘‘ The sense is to press.’’ 
“If I put my arm around his neck,” said 
Fitz, *‘ like this (illustrating by grabbing my 
neck) I could twist it nearly off, and ac- 
cording to Siler’s interpretation that would 
only be.a clinch and not illegak® Under 
London rules it would be a good thing to 
get a man’s head in chancery and smash 
his face in. What I claim is fair, if he 


to hitas muchaslIcanm IfI grab him back 
and make a hug or clinch of it, I have no 
right to hit, but must break away clean as 
‘soon as the referee gives the order. In 
England, at clubs, the referee does not enter 
the ring, never tries to force the men apart, 
but if they don’t obey his orders to break, 
disqualifies them after cautioning. 


Chances for a Fake. 


**Now they say it would not do for a 
referee to try that here, that in a champion- 
ship fight the people wouldn’t stand any de- 


cision of a technical foul. Ten thou- 
sand people stood that when I knocked 
out Sharkey. Some said that the 
foul, if it really was made, might have 


hurt Sharkey. How do they know? How 
did the referee know? How did he try to 
find out? He never made any examination 
before he gave his decision. There lies the 
danger of giving a referee too much power 
to deckde about the quality of a foul. 

**If a man hit me foul I might not want to 
give away the fact I was hurt, for in case 
the referee didn’t give me the fight it would 
be a tip to the other fighter where to hit 
again. Then the referee might say: ‘ You 
weren’t hurt. I did not see you wince and 
put your hand there.’ Also ata slight foul 
I might fake and pretend to be hurt very 
much and go limping around and have peo- 
ple pity me and yell at the referee. Why 
not stick to the rules and rather make all 
fouls foul wr go back to London rules that 
nllowed wrestling and any old thing except 
kicking.” 

‘Well, I won’t agree to anything about 
hitting in clinches,’’ said Julian. 

Jack Stelzner chipped in with, “ I’ve had 
a few fights myself, and the referee always 
made the men break away clean. Why is 
Corbett practicing that head clinching and 
hitting in the breakaway with McVey?

Fitzsimmons took up the story again. 

** You can’t hold a man with one hand 
and slug him with the other,” he said. 
“There never was such a rule as that and 
the Marquis of Queensberry made his rules 
to stop that sortof work. Maybeitisas fair 
four one as the other and perhaps I’m as 
good at that game as the other fellow, but 
here’s my Yix: He’s playing himself for 
a dandy swell gentleman and me for a 
rough blacksmith with nothing but strength. 
If I should do any rough work in a clinch 
his friends would make an awful howl and 
the referee would be jumped all over if he 
didn’t give him the fight. Anything he 
might do to me would be allright. It would 
be like the old story of the man who had 
friends at a scrap. When he was down the 
crowd wanted fair play and picked him up. 
When the other fellow was down the 
cry was, ‘ Kick the life out of him.’ I’m 
going to fight as I signed for. I’m going 
to fight Queensberry rules just as they were 
interpreted for Corbett when he fought Sul- 
livan and as I have had to fight under all 
the time. They can’t make me go back on 
that and they can’t make any changes that 
I have not got an equal say about.” 

The fuss is not at all pleasant for Siler. 
He is a quiet sort of a man with a good deal 
of pride in the fact that he has refereed 
100 ‘fights without a kick. He thinks he 
has done the most natural thing in the 
world and rather believed his interpreta- 
tions would fill a long felt want. But Siler 
is neither cranky nor obstinate. He will 
let the fighters’ managers talk as long as 
they like and accept just what they want. 
Corbett seems to be willing to take what 
comes along, so there is no need to 100k for 
trouble. »

Carson, Nev., March 11.—{Copyright, 
1897.]—There is great excitement among 
the newspaper men in Carson over the 
scoop which Tue TriIsuNE scored on its 
rivals yesterday, growing out of the meeting 
between Fitzsimmons and myself on the 
penitentiary road in the forenoon.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 11.—[ Special. |}—Radical 
changes were made today by the eonvention of the 
Western Fire Insurance Union in the system of 
the organized fleld of operations, In fact, the 
union adopted plans whereby the active manage- 
ment of the territory it embraces will be conducted 
on an altogether different scale, which, when 
thoroughiv put to the test, will, it is believed, 
bring the non-union corporations in the fire in- 
surance business to terms. 

The prime object is to systematically bring com- 
petition around to what the union companies claim 
would be a fair schedule of rates to the insured 
and commissions to the agencies and agents. 

This business had been the principal topic of 
discussion on Wednesday, and reports from the 
variotis committees in charge of ‘it offered so 
many plans by which it was thought the cot- 
petition of the non-union companies could be met 
that the convention found itself In the throes of 
a lengthy debate this morning. The entire morn- 
ing session was devoted to an exchange of views, 
and along about noon the committee report favor- 
ing the reorganization of the system of territory 
contro] was adopted. 

The companies in the union claim to control 
a bulk of the fire insurance business in the terri- 
tory lying between the Alleghany and the Rocky 
Mountains, the Canadian line and the Gulf of 
Mexico. The non-union corporations are, how- 
ever, of sufficient strength to cut into the business 
of the union concerns, and this competition is what 
has caused the reorganization. -Heretofore the 
territory embraced by the union has been in dis- 
tricts—namely: Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 4. 

These subdivisions have each been provided with 
what are known as local board Commissioners and 
a general committee cn improved risks, while in 
the extreme Western territory there exigted what 
was known as the Mountain committee, the duty 
of which was to act for the mutual interests of 
all*companies in the ufilon in connection with the 
Pacific. coast managers. All cities of the firet- 
clase, which included St. Louis, Chicago, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Cincinnatl, ‘Louisville, New 
Orleans, Kansas City, Omaha, Denver, Minneapo- 
lis, St. Paul, Milwaukee, and some other smaller 
places, were exceptéd to territory—that ts tu say, 
they were governed by independent boards and did 
not come under the rules of the local board Com- 
missijrers. Illinois and Missouri were looked aft- 
er by the Commissioners in District No. 4, which 
cmbraced territory to the Rocky Mountains. John 
S. Belden of the London and Lancashire Fire In- 
surance company of Chicago has been Chairman 
of this auxiliary commission. 

Experience has taught the union that these local 
board Commissioners and the two committeés, 
which have been named, were unable to bring their 
respective duties into common usefulness effectu-. 
ally, so the organization has abolished all three 
of the auxiliaries and substituted in their stead 
what will be known as the Union of General Gov- 
erning committee. This body will consist of nine 
members, seven of whom will of necessity be 
residents of Chicago. This is because that city is 
*headquarters for thf general Western officers of all 
companies in the compact. President Smith is au- 
thorized to appoint the members of this committee, 
which. he will do immediately after he returns to 
Chicago, at the close of the eonvention. In this 
committee will be vested the full power and func- 
tions of the Local Board Commissioners ard the 
other committees and it will be authorized to 
meet in any section of the territory ¢«m- 
braced by the wunion or all of it 
emergencies which may arise from non-union 
competition regarding rates and commissions. 
The reorganization looks to the simplification and | 
centraHzetion of the field management which has.

Resolutions Adopted Notifying the 


Public That the “ Consolidated'*> 


Concern Is ‘Tn Ko Way Cepsbetes® 
with the Cook County Organization 
~—How the Farmer Disposes of | 
Money Collected to Wage War on 
Department Stores. 


The Cook County Business-Men’s Associa- 
tion began proceedings at its regular meet- 
ing at the Sherman House yesterday after- 
noon by requesting J. E. Vannatta, repre- 
senting the Consolidated Merchants’ Union, 
which has been collecting sums of money 
from retailers opposed to department stores, 
to withdraw from the hall. Vannatta did 
not comply quickly enough to sult.the tem- 


per of the other delegates and, President C, : 


F. Gillmann ordered the Sergeant-at- -Arms 


1 to remove him. The Sergeant-at-Arms was 


assisted by half a dozen volunteers, who 
seized Vannatta by the shoulders and hus-, 
tled him out without ceremony. 

Resolutions were later adopted notifying 
the public that the Consolidated Merchants’ 
Union is not in any way connected with the 
Cook County Business-Men's Association. 

The union is incorporated under the State 
laws, and it had been doing a thriving busi- 
In all parts 
of the city the solicitors for the Cook Coun- 
ty Business-Men's Assdéciation have found 
the agents of the union had preceded them 
in collecting money with which to fight the 
department stores. 

Vannatta Explains the Union. 

After he was thrown out Vannatta stated 
that the union had over 1,800 members. The 
union -accepts members at $1 and upward, 
and following is how the money is used, ac- 


cording to the statement of Vannatta: 


The solicitor gets 40 per cent; the col- 
ector is allowed 25 per cent; the Secretary 
and Treasurer is allowed 20 per cent, and he 
is expected to pay the clerical help and such 
expenses as printing. The remaining 15 per 
cent is placed in the treasury to be used in 
paying office rent, attorney’s fees, expenses 
of preparing legislative bills, and carrying | 
on a’campaign of agitation. 

J. E. Vannatta is the attorney for the 
union. The President of the union, accord- 
ing to his statement, is M, 8S. Gill; the Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, J. A. Donayan; the Or- 
ganizer, R. W. Donavan. The office is at 
No. 34 Clark street. 

Vannatta was apprised of the fact thata 
committee had been appointed to investigate 
the union by the neWspapers, and he faced 
the association by virtue of a card of cre- 
dentials issued to him before it was known 


the union was doing buéiness. 


Vannatta Becomes Critical. 

Vannatta rose to ask why his name was 
omitted from the roll call. President Gill- 
mann asked what were the aims and 
methods of the union anyhow. Vannatta 
answered by relating how President Gill- 
mann, on meeting two of the solicitors of 
the union in West Madison street, threat- 
ened them with arrest, and said he thought 
this was an outrage. 

‘‘We demand our righis,’’ he shouted, 
‘we are the largest association represented 
here today. We are notin this for politics, 
and we are not advertising anybody’s busi- 
ness. Weare going to keep on, and present 
a bill which will not be unconstitutional.” 

Attorney W. L. Snell here asked if Van- 
natta regarded the union as subordinate to 
the Cook County Business Men’s Associa- 
tion. Vannatta answered in the negative. 

‘‘ Then,. Mr. President, I move the gentle- 
man be requested to depart,” said Mr. 
Snell. 

The motion was carried with a shout. 
Vannatta tried to make another speech, but 
he was cut off by the arrival of the Sergeant- 

at-Arms and his assistants. When seen in 
the corridor he said he would have the anti- 
department store bill, which is to be pushed 
by the union, prepared within a ‘week. He 
had no information to impart as to what it 
will contain. 


Senatorial District Comniittees. 


Attorney Salomon in the association meet- 
ing offered a resolution, which was adopted, 


providing for the formation of Senatorial 


district organizations. Committees were se- 
lected from each of the Cook County dis- 
tricts to work with the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. They were instructed to report 
to the Legislative committee at the office of 
ex-Senator Salomon between 2 and 5 p. m. 
on Monday afternoon. 

The disposition of the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives toward the Salomon bill, as well 
as on the general question of restricting the 
sphere of department stores, will be learned 
as far as possible and on Monday evening 
suggestions looking toward the amendment 
of the Salomon bill will be presented to the 
committee and discussed.

We reaffirm the great doctrines of Democratic 


faith hitherto enunciated by our national conven- 
tions, believing them to be vital to the mainte- 


nance of republican institutions, and, particularily, | 


we heartily approve the purpose of Democracy 
to correct the evils of the present vicious monetary 
system inflicted upon the Nation by a long course 
of Republican class legislation which has plunged 
our country into immeasurable distress, of which 
every section and community presents harrowing 
evidence. 

Our . present monetary system is vicious "’ 
in the opinion of Altgeld, the writer of the 
platform, because it is based on the gold. 
standard. The dollaris “ too valuable.” It 
is worth 100 cents, and he wishes it to be 

reduced in purchasing power to 50 cents,

HOW TO ADJUST BIMETALLISM TO THE 
GOLD STANDARD. 

Some days prior to President McKinley’s 
inauguration William J. Bryan was in 
Washiugton and sent from there to a lead- 
ing New York paper for publication on the 
morning of the 4th “a statement of the 
fiscal problems that confront the new ad- 
ministration.” This comaunication was 
not designed for the instruction of President 
McKinley. Its object was to restate the 
monetary policies of the late Popocratic 
candidate for President in order to keep 
him before the public. The propositions 
laid down by Mr. Bryan commence thusly: 

Of the money question first. The contest be- 
tween bimetallism [?] and gold monometallism 
has begun, and will not end until one system or 
the other secures a complete triumph. 

Silver is now in an intermediate state. While 
gold has a monopoly of mint privileges, standard 
silver dollars are a full legal tender for-all debts, 
public and private, except where they are speci- 
fically contracted against. 

As usud? Bryan begins with a delib- 
erate misstatement for deceptive purposes. 
There is no “ contest between bimetallism 
and gold monometallism ”—none whatever. 


is, a contest between the existing gold 
standard, which the country has had for 
24 years, afd on which all contracts, loans, 
liens, sales, and credits now in force and 
existence are based, and silyer monqmetal- 
lism on the basis of 16 to 1 and free coinage. 
The victory of the latter would upset or 
impair all those millions of contracts and 
credits. Between the existing gold stand- 
ard of values and real, actual bimetallism 
there is noantagonism. The former would 
not be abolished by the adoption of the 
latter if its ratio gave enough silverto the 
dollar to equal the commercial worth of the 
gold dollar. . 

If silver is in an “ intermediate state ” 
in this country, as Bryan says, it‘is in a 
safe state as long as mischievous and con- 
tract-breaking people are kept down. Sil- 
ver dollars of half intrinsic value are coined 
at American mints. They are full legal 
tenders. They have the purchasing power 
of gold dollars artificially aintained. 
Thus gold has not “a monopoly of mint 
privileges.” What more. should any 
“ friend of silver’? want, unless he desires 
a change from the gold standard to free 
silver monometallism at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
producing dollars only worth 50 cents, and 
to apply retroactively to existing contracts? 

Bryan admits for the first time that the 
present silver dollars, kept at par with 
) gold, are a legal tender for all debts except 
when gold is specifically stated ia the con- 
tract. But this honest legislation does not 
please him. ‘He wants those silver dojlars 
to be a legal tender when tliey have been 
‘stripped of half their purchasing power by 
free coinage at 16 to 1, and then to compel 
the use of those cheapened dollars for 
retroactive debt~paying purposes, and by 
forbidding contracts »which stipulate for 
payment in as good money as was given by 
the creditor, Surely this is dishonest. No 
honest man can advocate it. 

Mr. Bryan next declares: 

Silver cannot be left in this position perma- 
nentiy. It must either be restored to equality 
with gold or relegated to the plane of token 
money ahd made ® limited legal tender.

But it appears that the etiquette suitable 
to the occasion is in some doubt, for Mr. 
Corbett. refrained from grasping the prof- 
fered hand and was not heard to ‘murmur 
“Good morning, gents.” In fact, Mr. Cor- 
bett. says over his own signature that he 
did not say “ Good morning, gents,’ nor 
accept the-hand* held out to him, and that 
he does not propose to indulge: in either of 
these evidences of friendship until the ques- 
tion of pugilistic supremacy has been set-° 
tled.. The Corbett dictum, therefore, takes 
an entirely opposite view of what the social 
requirements of a’ chance meeting on the 
highway are, and this dictum cannot be 
treated lightly when it is remembered that 
Mr. Corbett has long held and graced the 
sobriquet “ Gentleman Jim.” 

Mr. Fitzsimmons, however, probably un- 
aware that an issue as to conventional 
usage had been raised, is somewhat solici- 
tous as to what the public would expect him 
to do under the circumstances, or perhaps 
whom it would expect him to “do.” He 
seems to have arrived at the most reasonable 
decision, however, atd one which Seems to 
have ended a certain hesitation which he has, 


apparently felt over what should be his de- 


portent in the ring. -“ The incident has 
thoroughly convinced me,” he says, “* that I 
must administer to Corbett the treatment 
his conduct merits.” It is to be gathered 
from this that Mr. Fitzsimmons has been

if the-bill was passed. His st raightforward 
reply was that he would be willing to make 
such an agreement, but it would not be 
worth a cent. 

Mr. Yerkes is not the only man who is 
willing to assert that something which will 
enable him to make more money will result 
in his paying better wages to emphyés. 
When the sugar trust asks for more pro- 
tection it is on the ground that it will be 
able to advance wages. Every manufact- 
urer who asks Congress to give him pro- 
hibitory protection declares that he. asks 
for it in order that he may be able to pay 
employés more. 

When Such requests ag these are granted 
it is generally on the pretext that labor will 
he benefited thereby, while as a matter of 
fact labor seldom is a beneficiary. As a 
consequence there is a good deal of hard 
feeling engendered. i 
- The Congress at Washington and the 
Legislature at Springfield should be on 
their guard-against those philanthropic in- 
dividuals who promise higher wages as the 
result of the enactment of laws, favoring 
them. If the street railroad franchises 
were cxtended Mr. Yerkes’ companies 


jvould make larger profits but would not 


pay employés a cent an hour more unless 
forced to do so.

The latter will be satisfied if they can 
get an extension of their franchises for 
forty or fifty’years and some guarantee 
that the five-cent fare shall not be lowered 
during that period. 

The commission bill and the tax bill 
have been thrown overboard already, and 
yesterday the franchise-extension measure 
was amended so as to give the city 3-per 
cent yearly on the gross receipts. ..This is 
the “ ¢éneession ” the roads have been pre- 
pared to make. . 

The Chicago ultimatum «is, ‘however, 
first, 10 per cent on the gross receipts. That 
will be Half a cent per passenger a& jong as 
the fare remains af five cents. Second, a 
reservation of whatever right the city may 
have now to enforce a reduction of fares. 
If the extension of the franchise is aa de- 
sirable as Mr. Yerkes deems it he ought to 
be willing to concede this much. 

Mr. Yerkes explained carefully to the 
joint committee on Wednesday that he was 
not in Springfield to talk for or against the 
pending bills, but simply “ to give informa- 
tion.” The “information” he gave, how- 
ever, was couched in such language as to let 
the committee and the Legislature know 
precisely what he wanted. 

He informed his hearers that a fifty-year 
extension of his franchises—he desires half 
a century instead of forty years—would 
place the stocks of his roads “on a good, 
solid foundation.” He stated that it had 
heen found difficult during the last eight 
months to negotiate bond sales, because 
“we stood on such a rickety foundation.” 
Presumably by “we” he meant the West 
Side Street railroad company. 

A little while before, however, Mr. Yerkes 
had claimed that the ninety-nine-year law 
was valid, and that the West and North Side 
companies havea right to occupy those great 
arteries of travel, West Madison and North 
Clark streets, until 1964. He had claimed 
also that many franchises which should ex- 


pire ten or twelve years hence have been [ 


lengthened to twenty years by recent grants 
of extensions. 

If Mr. Yerkes believes this it ought-not 
to have been’ difficult for his lawyers to 
eonvinee the persons who are in the habit 
of buying bonds that “ we” did not stand 
ona “ tickety foundation.” Evidently Mr: 
Yerkes would rather not be called on to 
sustain his conténtions in a law court. He 
would rather have the Legislature remove 
ali doubts by extending his franchises half 
a century. 

He contrasted the unlimited street rail- 
road franchises granted by New York 
gnd Pennsylvania with ,the  twenty- 
year limitation of the Llinois law. 
And yet, notwithstanding that wise 
limitation, the Chicago street railroads 
have made fortunes for the large owners 
of their stocks and have managed to sella 
There is no danger of 
this ceasing ta be the case under any cir- 
cumstances. But with honest Councils this 
twenty-year limitation can be used to secure 
cheaper fares for the. people or increased 
revenues for the city, or both. 

Mr. Yerkes wants matters so arranged 
that there may be no tampering with the 
five-cent fare for the neg fifty years. He 
informed the committee that street car fare 
had depreciated because a Chicagoan can 
ride farther for five cents than some years 
ago. So he can. He gets more for his five 
cenis than he did, and the company makes 
more out of his five cents than it did. It 
can afford to sell the passenger the long haul 
for less than it used to charge him for the 
short haul. 

If the street railroads had bought their 
rights of way there would be more justice 
But they have 
not. They use streets belonging to the peo- 
ple. The people are the ones who have put 
the most capital into these enterprises. 
Therefore the longer ride4s not all they are 
entitled to. They have a right to lower 
fares also. The 4,000 stockholders of the 
Yerkes roads must not think they are en- 
titled to as much as they would be if they 
had purchased the streets.

Platform as Adopted. 


Alexander Jones read the report of the 
Committee Gn Resolutions. The platfrom 
in full is as follows: 

‘First—We reaffirm the great doctrines 
of Demoeretic faith hitherto enunciated by 
our national conventions, believing them to 
be vital to the maintenance of republican in- 
stitutions; and, particularly, we heartily ap- 
prove the purpose of Democracy to correct 
the evils of the present vicious*monetary 
system inflicted upon the Nation by a long 
course of Republican class legislation which 
has plunged our country into immeasurable 
distress, of which every section and com- 
munity presents harrowing evidence. 

Second—We declare that the plain peo- 
ple whose labor has enriched our country 
in times of peace and whose valor has de- 
livered it in times of war have both the ca- 
pacity and the right to rule, and hold that 
the greatest measure of personal Hberty 
compatible with good order, with equal 
rights for all and special privileges for none, 
are fundamental in ponular government, 
both general and local. We arraign the Re- 
publican party for its inefficient, extrava- 
gant, and corrupt administration of public 
affairs during the last two years; for its 
action in displacing 1,000 competent and 
thoroughiy trained public officers and the 
substitution of those whose only claim was 
for partisan services rendered to the par- 
ty, and the consequent and utter demorali- 
zation of the police administration and the 
subsequent failure of the city government 
to furnish proper protection to the lives 
and property of its citizens. 


Civil Service. 


“ Third—We favor the merit system in the 
conduct of public affairs, but denounce the Re- 
publican administration of the last two years 
for its prostitution of the civil service law 
by perverting its objects and making it the 
instrument of partisan machinery: and we 
demand the immediate discharge of every 
inefficient and dishonest public servant who 
now holds cffice through the farcical and 
fraudulent administration of the civil se: v- 
ice law. ‘ 

“Fourth—We are opposed to the mercantile 
monopoly manifest in the department stores, 
and we most heartily sympathize with the 
victims of this vicious system, and pPleige 
ourselves to use all constitutional means for 
its correction. We point to the fact that the 
Democratic members of the General As- 
sembly were the first to move in the direc- 
tion of this reform, and we denounce the 
last Republican General Assembly for its 
action in defeating the measures introduced 
by Demecratic legislatérs to remedy tiis 
great evil.

‘In Favor of Civil Service. 


“ There is another plank which I have no- 
ticed in the platform that is devoted to civil 
service, and that is a good one,” continued 
the speaker. *‘ And we.need it. Civil serv- 
ice, honestly executed, fairly administered, 
is a good and beneficent and necessary 
thing. Corrupted, improperly influenced, it 
is an instrument of oppression and evil. 
Take the case of the other day, and every 
journalist who wields a pencil in the hearing 
of my voice knows the truth of the utterance 
that I am about to make. The commission 
charged two men, Ross and Shea, with re- 
celving stolen property on the uncorroborated 
testimony of a self-acknowledged thief.

“Instead of performing the functions 
which the law outlines to them, and their 
duty as required by that law to examine 
persons in police service with reference to 
their qualification as policemen and fidelity

Civil Service Rules Pernicious.

Waller and 
Hotz are good men, but are ruled by ex-Ald. 
Clark, who was beaten by the father of our 
candidate when he ran for Mayor himself.

Common Sense Should Rule. 


“The civil service law is right, but if 
should be regulated by the rule of common 
sense. [Applause.] It is my belief that the 
nominee of this convention will remedy ex- 
istihge conditions in that direction, so that 
the iaw will be a protection to deserving 
firemen and to police officers, and he will 
put men at its head who are not all the 
time playing to the newspapers or the pub- 
lic. When that is done, I say, the depart- 
ment will be better conducted, and men 
when they go to church on Sunday will not 
be compelled to carry revolvers instead of 
prayer-books there.

The next place filled was City Treasurer. 
When the Thirty-fourth Ward was called 
A. J. Jones presented the name of Ernst 
Hummell of South Chicago, and he was put 
through in short order. 

George Gorman of the Sixth Ward placed 
Henry Stuckart in nomination for City 
Clerk, and Senator Joseph P. Mahoney of 
the Eighth named William Loeffler. Henry 
Coburn withdrew the candidacy of M. J. 
Dougherty and seconded the proposition to 
nominate Mr. Loeffler. In the vote Loeffler 
received the votes of all the wards, except 
the First, Third, Fifth, and Sixth, which 
were given to Stuckart. Mr. Loeffler’s nomi-

was finally made unanimous. 
Nominee Accepts. 


At this point the special committee re- 
turned, accompanied by the Mayoralty nom- 
inee.

NEW YORK RACING BILL INTRODUCED. 


Pool-Seeling Is Forbidden, but an Ex- 
change of Wagers Is to Be 
Allowed. 

Albany, N. Y., March 11.—The racing bill 
wanted by the trotting associations in the 


State was introduced in the Senate today. 


It provides for the prevention of running 
races for more than forty days, trotting more 
than fifteen days, or steeplechasing five days 
on any one track in any season. It adds 


a clause allowing the exchange of wagers 


in the manner prescribed under the Court of 
Appeals ruling absolutely prohibiting pool- 
selling at either trotting or running tracks.

Ald. Coughlin will introduce in the Coun- 
cil Monday night an ordinance. providing 
for an appropriation for the purpose of pav- 
ing Michigan avenue from Jackson strect 
to the river with asphalt, thus connecting 
the West and North Side Boulevard systems. 

He has prepared the ordinance in response 
to a set of resolutions «ahich,has been 
passed by nearly all the cycling clubs of 
Chicago, and which has been sent to.@ 
number of the Aldermen. He will recom- 
mend the measure to the Finance committee 
at its meeting today and endeavor to secure 
its indorsement before the ordinance is re- 
ferred to it. 

Ald. Cougiin said yesterday in regard to 
the measure: ‘‘ The resolutions have been 
sent to me by the cyclists and I think It is 
a good measure and that they are right iu 
asking for the improvement. It will not only 
be a benefit to them, but to the public as well, 
as there is a great deal of traffic, particularly 
between Randolph street and the bridge, 
in Michigan avenue, and a first-class road- 
bed is necessary. I have not looked up any 
estimates of-the costs, but can see no reason 
why there should be any objection to iis 
passage. 

“I am also in favor of cycie paths along 
the ogee and I think it is only a ques- 
tion of time before,they will be seen all over 
Chicago. Of course that will come within 
the jurjsdiction of the Park Commissioners, 
but I think the city will take care that the 
portions which come under their jurisdiction 
will be attended to.”

Discuss the Bicycle Bills. 


Discussions of the.two bicycle bills now be- 
fore the Legislature in Springfield are heard 
at every cycling club in Chicago. Regard- 
ing the Sharrock bill, the opinion of the 
wheelmen is unanimous, and they are eager- 
ly waiting for news from Springfield. 

In regard to the Shanahan bill, opinion 
is divided, but the majority of the riders, 
cyclists who have thought over the matter 
carefully, favor any measure which will ren- 
der impossible such contests as the six-day 
race which was finished a short time ago at 
Tattersall’s. Others think some action 
should be taken, but do not believe the pro- 
posed law will attain the end for which it is 
designed.

I do not think thisa 
fit subject for legislation. The law would ap- 
ply to all.

“I believe the Representative’s efforts in 
this direction would be more beneficial if the 
bill, provided for the attendance, at each 
meet of this character, of a corps of com- 
petent physicians who should be the sole 
judges of the fitness of the riders. and the 
length of time they should remain on the 
track. 

“I have seen all of the successful par- 
ticipants in the six-day race at Tattersall’s 
since their finish, and they seem none the 
worse for the grind. However, there is no 
benefit to humanity or the sport in a con- 
tinuous 142-hourrace, It is tiresome and un- 
ee to poe ie expensive to promote 
and maintain, and determines

CRICKET SEASON WILL BEGIN EARLY. 


Unfinished Contests in President's Cup 
Competition Must. Be Decided Be- 
fore Regular Matches Are Played. 


About the time the spring worm makes 
its appearance the lesser lights of the Pull- 
man and the Wanderers’ clubs will be get- 
ting into condition for the deciding game in 
the second eleven championship for 1896. 
For the first time in the Chicago Cricket 
Association a championship has been car- 
ried forward to another season. This was 
necessitated by bad weather last fall.

Senator Cote then electrified the Senate 
by saying: ‘‘I desire a committee large 
enough and with proper power to investigate 
this gigantic trust, which is controlling the 
output of anthracite coal.’’ 

The resolution was finally passed and a 
committee will be appointed soon. 


MORTGAGE TAX REPEAL BILL TO PASS 


Measure to Be Given a Favorable Re- 
port in the Michigan House and 
Will Probably Go Through. 
Lansing, Mich., March 11.—[Special.]—The 
bill to repeal the mortgage tax law, which 
passed the Senate yesterday, will be given 
a favorable report in the House tomor- 
row. A careful canvass shows that it will 
pass, and as it Was recommended by Gov. 
Pingree in his inaugural message it will be- 

come a law. 

The bill simply exempts from taxation all 
mortgages on Michigan real estate and lim- 
its the rate of interest to be contracted in 
such mortgages to 7 percent. For the last 
six years these mortgages have been taxed, 
with the result that, instead of lowering the 
rate of interest, the borrower invariably 
paid the tax in addition to his interest, he 
law also drove Michigan capital to other 
States. 


STRIKES FIRE INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


Radical Amendments Are Incorporat- 
ed Into a Bill in the lowa House 
of Representatives. 

Des Moines, Ia., March 11.—[Special.]— 
Consideration of' the bill governing fire in- 
surance companies was begun in the House 
this morning, and during the afternoon ses- 
sion the members took the bits in their 
teeth, turned down the committee reports, 
and passed two radical amendments, in 
spite of the protests of the members of the 
committee.

Initiative and Referendum Fail to Se- 
cure Necessary Two-Thirds Ma- 
jority in the House.

Any effect that the bullish government 
crop reports on farm reserves ‘had 
on the market was expended on the curb 
on Wednesday night. The statement that 
farm supplies of wheat’ are the lowest on 
record, with the exception of one year, was 
absolutely ignored in Liverpool. The Liv- 
erpool market was unchangesl, and ‘the con- 
tinental markets, while a little frregular, did 
not show any indication of being influenced 
by the latest bullish statistics. The Paris 
flour market, for the fourth day, was weak. 
Near-by deliveries of wheat wére up 5 cen- 
times, and deferred deliveries were off as 
much. Berlin was 4 mark higher, and Ant- 
werp was unchanged. Consols were up suf- 
ficiently at the opening to effectually dis- 
pose of European war talk as a market 
factor. The factor in the local market 
which overshadowed all others was the sell- 
ing of long wheat. It began early in the day, 
with Cudahy and the Barrett people most 
conspicuous. May wheat worked. down 
from the opening, showing a fractional con- 
cession, to 73%c bid. The only rally of the 
day of any importance was to 74%c on the 
loss of the early gain in consols. The sell- 
ing, of long wheat became more pronounced 
on the swell, and from that time to the 
close the market went from worse to worse 
and became thoroughly demoralized. At 
the low point 725%c was asked, and that 
was the lowest official quotation of the day.

“Anna Karénina,” and ascribes tt to the 
omission of these sigmboards. “ Anna Karé- 
nina” is of all books the most appallingly 
relentless in its punishmegt of the guilty 
lovers. Tolstoi is as merciless to them as if 
he hated them. Yet there are those who 
condemn ‘‘ Anna Karénina” as immoral in 
the absence of the signboard. 

If now we -consider what it is that has brought 
about this gradual disuse of the overt and Visible 
moral, we shall soon see that it is a part of the 
general tendency” of modern literature to do 
without external aids to make its meaning clear. 


There is undoubtedly a tendency to rely more and + 


more upon what has been called ‘‘ the presumption 
of brains ’’ in the reader. Note, for instance, the 
steady “disappearance of ‘the italic letter from 
the printed page. There is a feeling that only 
a very crude literary art will now depend on 
typography for shades of meaning which should 
be rendered by the very structure of the sentence.

| art must follow. .

The author narrates an -instance of a 
young Portuguese-English lady who 
chanced for the first time to get hold of 
‘‘a book called the New Testament,” and 
who wrote to a friend pronouncing it “a 
very moral and nice book.”’ Then he pro- 
ceeds to have some fun with Andrew Lang. 
‘‘ Having rashly undertaken the enterprise 
of editing the novels of Sir Walter Scott, it 
occurred to Mr. Lang very properly that it 
might be well to read them; and as ‘ The 
Betrothed ’ happened to be next on the list, 
he has just read that for the first time and 
thinks well of it—in fact, finds it to be ‘a 
very moral and nice book.'’’ One wonders 
if it would be so very difficult to catch the 
critical Colonel also napping-—say, on some 
novel of Cooper's. 

The essay on ‘‘ Local Fiction.” is thought- 
ful and suggestive, though in it we receive 
the startling news that Hamlin Garland 
is the successor of Bret Harte. “‘ The Next 
Step in Journalism ’’ is a quite common- 
place plea for quality instead of quantity in 
the: newspapers.. In ‘* The Foe to Elo- 
quence’’ Col. Higginson makes plaint 
against the custom of sending a reparter to 
get after-dinner speeches before the din- 
ners have come off. He says itis productive 
of cut-and-driedness. “If you are talking 
for the newspapers you are sure to be mis- 
understood unless yod write out what you 
mean to say, and if you do that farewell to 
all freshness And spontaneity.” Now that 
one thinks of it, perhaps Col. Higginson is 
at the bottom of the movement in the New 
York Legislature to establish a press cen- 
sorship. 

But, just to show that Col. Higginson has 
serious thoughts and knows how fo state 
them, let us quote a passage from the final 
chapter on “Living by *the Church.”’ It 
seems that the author, like the clown in 


““* Twelfth Night,” lives by the church—that 


is, he “‘ lives at his house, and his house doth 
stand by the church.’”’ He gives an inter- 
esting and generous-minded sketch of the 
Catholic activities that ro on under kis win- 
dow, and this leads him into a discussion 
of infallible authorities of all sorts: 


It is not possible to have an authority outside of. 
one’s own private judgment, for what can select 
or accept that authority save that private judg- 
ment? How can your mental faculties possibly 
set up for you a tribunal which shall everride 
themselves? They can no more do it than a 
stream can rise higher than its “source. So long 
as you are resting on your own faculties you must 
rest on them, and to imagine that you can substi- 
tute something—an infallible church or even an 
infallible book—does not really help you in the 
least, because the same reason and conscience 
which put it there can at any moment take it 
away and disregard it. Disguise it as you please, 
you are trusting your own powers at last. — 

If there are any who are inclined to mis- 
judge Col. Higgingon’s book because of this 
paragraph they are urged to accept the re- 
viewer's assurance that thigis “ a very moral 
and nice book.”

TO DEFRAT PENSION LAW AMEXDMENTS 


Chicago Teachers’ Association Pre- 
pares to Send Out Circular Letters 
and Protest Petitions for Signers,. 


Teachers in thirty schools on the South 
and West Sides of the city were announced 
yesterday as having signed the petition pro- 
testing against the proposed amendment to 
the teachers’ and employée’ pension law. 

At a meeting of the Chicago Teachers’ As- 
sociation at the University Settlement, No. 
4634 Ashland avenue, presided over by Mrs. 
Margaret J. Codd, it was decided not to dis~ 
continue efforts toward the defeat of the 
amendments, and circular letters with blank 
petitions were made ready to send toall of 
the 4,760 grade teachers of Chicago. One 
of the teachers stated that thé principal of 
the Haven School had called a meeting of his 
teachers and had asked them each to con- 
tribute a fund to be raised for use at Spring- 
field in the interests of the amendments. 
She also exhibited a petition, signed by all 
of the teachers of the school, condemning 
the amendments. This and other ovidences 
of activity on the part of the opponents of 


the bill determined the teachers to continue
